Those accepting 
the ponies are supposed to return the 
gift with equally expensive ones later 
OU, but few of them are in the position 
so to do. 
The Poncas hold every Thanksgiving 
as a beef issue day. lf the agent does 
not come forw ard aud present them 
with a herd of cattle for this occasion 
they m ortgage their property and buy 
cattle of some neighboring ranchman. 
A beef Issue Is the most typical and 
also tin* most picturesque of Indian 
Thanksgiving celebrations. 
For years 
the government lins forbidden the issue 
of beef after the m anner of an old time 
issue, but on especial occasions they 
are allowed the am usem ent of killing 
their own meat. It is said by the gov­ 
ernment officers who succeeded in hav­ 
ing the practice stopped th at beef is­ 
sues tend to make the Indian wilder 
and more difficult to civilise. 
A hundred (tattle are turned loose in 
a large pasture. The young men of tin* 
trill** are mounted on m ustangs and 
have shining guns. 
With tin* good 
Wishes of the squaw s aud medicine 
men ringing in their ears, they ride out 
to kill the cattle. The beasts have no 
chance for I if*1 whatever. The chase is 
accompanied by an undue am ount of 
wild yelling, while excitement grows 
intense in tin* camp, The smell of fresh 
blood makes tin* squaw s wild, as it 
were. After all the cattle have been 
shot down then the killers give a signal 
which means thai ail of the trill*' are 
at liberty to rush forth and secure their 
portion.

St. Petersburg, Nov. 27.—The suc­ 
cessful mutiny of sailors at Sebasto­ 
pol, accompanied by the first open 
revolt of an entire regim ent of troops, 
has created the greatest alarm in gov­ 
ernment 
circles, and no attem pt is 
made lo disguise the seriousness of 
this latest crisis. 
The arm y is the last prop of the 
government.. 
Mutiny 
is 
contagious 
and the epidemic of revolt which has 
attacked in turn practically all th e 
units of the navy from Vladivostok to 
CiTinstadi, it is now feared, is destined 
similarly to spread 
throughout 
the 
army. 
Ugly reports have bern repeatedly 
circulated of sedition among the sol­ 
diers in Manchuria, and it was speci­ 
fically reported a week ago that Gen­ 
eral Linevitch had to put down a m u­ 
tiny with considerable bloodshed and 
that subsequently he executed forty- 
two officers. 
No confirmation of this 
report was obtainable, but whether it 
be true or not, the morale of the troops 
on garrison duty in Russia has cer­ 
tainly everywhere been shaken by the 
revolutoinary 
propaganda, 
and 
the 
fidelity of the individual units, even 
of the guard regiments, is questioned. 
During the disorders following the 
prom ulgation of the Imperial m ani­ 
festo. sonic of the provincial governors 
refrained from testing the I Talty of 
the troops, preferring to rely on the 
Cossacks, who showed no signs of 
wavering. 
Count W itte called an ex­ 
traordinary 
session 
of 
the 
cabinet 
Sunday afternoon and another session 
was held last night to consider the 
situation. 
Grand 
Duke 
Nicholas 
Nichoiaioviteh. pre-s-Diem of th o -COUR- 
cil of national defens*' and com m and­ 
er of the imperial guard, was present, 
and this fact caused a revival of the 
rum or that the grano duke might im­ 
mediately be appointed dictator; but 
It can be taken for granted that this 
step has not been decided upon, as it 
is plain that a dictatorship at the 
present juncture would be sure to pre­ 
cipitate an immediate arm ed revolu­ 
tion. 
Nevertheless Count Witte’s gov­ 
ernm ent. if it continues Its present 
policy, in the opinion of many stu­ 
dents of the situation, will be power­ 
less to cope with the increasing prob­ 
lems by which it is constantly con> 
fronted. 
T he revolutionary tide sub­ 
sides only to mount higher, and the 
extrem e elements, convinced that the 
government must fall, are raising their 
dem ands proportionately. 
The Slovo pertinently pointed out 
th# inconsistency of the demand of the 
revolutionaries for the abolition of the 
death penalty, saying: 
“'They base 
their 
dem and 
upon 
hum anitarian 
grounds, yet 
they 
closed 
the drug 
stores, which furnished medicines to 
the sick and stopped the railroads, 
which were carrying relief to millions 
suffering from famine.” 
The Russ hails the mutiny at Se­ 
bastopol as the beginning of the end 
and calls upon the zemstvo congress 
to quit talking and to come to St. 
P etersburg in the name of the coun­ 
try and ask Count W itte what he pro­ 
poses to do to tranquilize the people, 
and lf the reply be unsatisfactory, to 
take the only step which remains, 
namely, the formation of a provisional 
government 
M. Souvorin, editor of the Novo*1 
Vremya, likens 
the situation to a 
hydra lit ailed monster which, no soon­ 
er than one of its heads is cut off, 
grows two in its place, adding that 
“unfortunately there Is no Hercules 
in sight.” 
The only immediate m easure the 
governm ent is known to have decided 
upon is the enactm ent of a drastic law 
to punish persons guilty of inciting 
strikes, but this would only be likely 
to inflame the socialists. 
The physi­ 
cal impossibility of holding elections 
in many provinces owing to the prev­ 
alence of agrarian disorders, and the 
generally disturbed conditions, involv­ 
ing tho postponement of the meeting 
of the douma, which is sure to be mis­ 
interpreted, constitutes another dan­ 
ger and adds w*dght to the argum ents 
of those who arc urging on Count 
W itte that the only chance of restor­ 
ing com parative tranquility is to in­ 
duce the em peror to sign a constitu­ 
tion guaranteeing the liberties prom­ 
ised in the manifesto.

that the choice lies between that and 
a dictatorship.

ors carrying the banner of St. George 
and the workm en red flags, marched 
to the barracks of the Brest regiment. 
The officers of the regiment threat­ 
ened to fire upon the mutineers, hut 
General Neplueff, a colonel aud five 
other officers surrendered and were 
sent under escort to the marine pris­ 
on. 
Being reinforced by the rank and 
file of the entire regiment, the m u­ 
tineers and workmen formed a pro­ 
cession composed of IO,coo men and 
marched through the city.

selves well, The city is panic-stricken 
and th* inhabitants are fleeing.
